MONOPOLY ON TRADE 


DECLARED BY FRENCH 


Debate In French Chamber On Law 


Prohibiting German Trade, Bring* 


. Out Many Claims-. 


Paris, April 9.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press)—The debate 
which has begun m the chamber of 
Deputies on the law prohibiting com- 
mercial relations of French citizens 
with Germany and Austria- Hungary- 
have developed some interesting facts 
regarding the competition French in- 
dustries have suffered on their own 
soil from German enterprises. 
In chemical products 
particularly 
the smaller distinctively French hous- 
es are declared,to have been system- 
atically undersold by powerful Ger- 
man, corporations, one of them with 
a capital of $60,000,000. There Ger- 
laan enterprises, it is stated, not .on- 
ly monopolized the commerce in dyes 
and other chemical products, but fur- 
nished employment to none but work- 
ers of their own nationality. As soon 
as a French house endeavored to com- 
pete, prices were reduced to the point 
that it was impossible for it to live! 


One speecher declared that not only 
had they monopolized the trade in 
these products but through the facil 
ity afforded by the laws governing 
trade-marks they had found ways of 
utilizing the discoveries of French sci- 
entists. Barnes and details furnished 
m tnis debate were so conslusive as 
to produce a considerable Impression 
upon the Chamber.

French Flyer Brings Down German 


Machine Within Allied Line* 


Ater Thrilling Air 


Fight. 


Fumes, Belgium, via Paris, April- 
9.—A dramatic duel 
in 
the air in. 
which a German aircraft was brought 
down by Roland P. Garros, a famous 
French aviator, inside the allied line, 
was described last, night by 
Major 
Raoul Pontus, son of the former Bel- 
gian minister of war, who witnessed 
the combat. 
The German first suc- 
ceeded in rising above Garros' ma- 
chine, but the latter by a clever twist 
escaped and then flew on top of the 
German. 
"From. this moment the German's 
position became critical," said Major 
Pontus, "for Garros overtook him rap- 
idly. 
Presently the crackling of a. 
quick firer showed the 
Frenchman, 
judged • himself 
sufficiently 
near to 
take the offensive. 
Could the Ger- 
man escape? It seemed difficult, for 
Garros shot forward in great bounds 
getting nearer and 
nearer, but the 
German observer used 
his carbine 
freely and it seemed 
that a bullet 
might strike the Frenrhman. 
"Suddenly a long jet of white smoke 
gushed from the German machine and 
then a little (lame, which in an instant 
enveloped the whole aeroplane. Noti 
withstanding the extreme peril, thei 
pilot took to flight, but his efforts to 
escape soon was converted into a hor- 
rifying downward plunge. The aeroA 
plane, a mass of flames, struck the 
ground a score of yards from me and 
a column' of black 
smoke 
mingled- 
with sheets of fire poured from the. 
fallen machine. 
"I ran to the aeroplane, which ha<T 
fallen close to a. ditch, and I soon put 
out the fire. The aviators, horribly- 
burned, were dead when 
I reached! 
them. 
The gasoline tank contained 
two bullet holes. The machine was 
marked 'No 2, 40th flotilla.' Its six 
cylinder engine was very heavy, and 
this explains its rapid fall. The fire 
had spared instruments and military 
documents in thick 
leather cases. 
This interesting booty was taken to 
general headquarters."

BY FRENCH EXPERTS 


War Has Put Very Few Wage-Earn- 


ers Out of Work, Is Claim Made 


By French Government. 


Paris, April 9.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press)—"The war has 
put very few wage earners out of 
employment in France" says Secre- 
tary Jouhaux, of the Federation of 
Labor Syndicates of the department 
of the seine, to The Associated Press. 
"Of the six million 
workmen 
in 
France," he added, "it is estimated 
that between one and a half and two 
million are in the army. 
The rest 


find plenty to do. Building is at a 
standstill but other Industries absorb 
the help thus made idle. Machinists 
and metal, workers generally in the 
unoccupied regions' are working to 
the limit. Nearly all the little local.; 
machine shops, as well as the large I 
establishments 
such 
as

ing motor-cars and other parts of the 
equipment. 
"For a general revival of commerce, 
a full revival of industry is neces- 
sary," says Monsieur Jouhaux, "and 
that can. come only with the end of 
hostilities; consequently 
the 
shop- 
keeper suffers far 
more 
than ' the 
worker." 


Monsieur Jouhaux. who is one of 
:he conspicuous militants of the revo- 
lutionary wing of the Socialist party 
and in close touch with socialists of 
all European countries, predicts that 
the issue of the war will have a 
greater repercussion upon internation- 
alism than upon nationalism, suppos- 
ing the allies were victorious. "It is 
this eventuality," he says "that has 
had a deterring influence upon Italy. 
The shaking of imperialism, represent- 
ed by the German allied empires, is 
necessarily disturbing to crown heads 
already alarmed by the growth of so- 
cialism in their kingdoms. The Czar 
understood what it would mean and 
has suddenly become liberal. 
"As to France, a militant victory 
will be worth only its economical tri- 
umph; the so-called political reforms 
we have fought for are really econo- 
mic since the necessary justice to the 
man whose effort produces the wealth 
of the nation will prove an economic 
advantage. We have done with poli- 
ticians and politics; their elmination 
from our movement, and the war, will 
put an end to an equivical situation.
